dints taught the theory, but we want 
the praetcal fticts put before their eyes. 
At one college I know of they are 
making extensive experiments with live 
stock to .nhow what particular breed it 
is that will iiroduce the best basis for 
butter and cheese. The stndents are be­ 
ing taught that not by hearsay, but by 
what they can see. 
I don’t say that 
every student puts on overalls, takes a 
milking stool and goes out and milks, 
though 1 myself think that is a pretty 
good way to do The point is that each 
boy is tangbt liy the facts that are laid 
before him, divining facts, the essence 
of certain truths and why they are 
truths. There is no lesson so good as an 
object les.« on 
The dairy farmer of the United States 
is going to be a gretit factor in the fu­ 
ture. 
lie is a factor at present, to be 
sure, but nothing to what he will be. 
and I will tell you why, because we 
have learned the secret of Denmark’s 
butter and cheese keeping so well in 
tropical climates. 
The fanners of my 
state and those of the Mississippi valley 
make as good butter as is produced any- 
w'here. 
Denmark makes good butter 
We send our butter to China, and it 
cannot compete with the butter of Den­ 
mark. 
Why? Because it won’t keep 
There is a splendid market in the orient, 
but we are shut out of it practically be­ 
cause our butter will not stand exporta­ 
tion to that sort of a climate. 
I sent a man to Denmark to find out 
about it. 
He learned that the Danish 
dairymen fed their cattle food that con­ 
tained the same subsatnces as the waste 
of our lieet sugar factories—nitrogenous 
product. 
Now, then, all we have to do 
in the Unite« ! .States to make our but­ 
ter just as good in the tropics as that 
of Denmark is to raise the sugar beet 
and feed the waste of the factories to 
the dairy cows. 
There is no healthier 
fodder than this, and it w’ill make the 
sugar be« q a m ighty valuable product 
in a great many ways. 
Congress has 
made an ap|» ropriation to help along 
the cultivation of the sugar beet.

But it cannot furnish 
instructors I * cause there have not been 
any We are going to give a few young 
men a chance at the department to learn 
the scientific feature of instruction in 
agriculture, hut we can only help a 
few The only way that these instruct­ 
ors can he made is through the agricul- j 
tural colleges 
We don’t want the sin- I 
dents taught the theory, but we want 
the prat teal facts put before their eyes. 
At one college I know of they are 
making extensive experiments with live 
stock to show what particular breed it 
is that will produce the best basis for 
butter and cheese. The students are be­ 
ing taught that not by hearsay, but by 
what they can see. 
I don’t say that 
every student puts on overalls, takes a 
milking stool and goes out aud milks, 
though I myself think that is a pretty 
good way to do. The point is that each 
boy is taught by the facts that are laid 
before him, divining facts, the essence 
of certain truths and why they are 
truths. There is no lesson so good as an 
object lesson. 
The dairy farmer of the United States 
is going to he a great factor in the fu­ 
ture.

A new era is coming for the farmers 
of the United States and those of the 
Mississippi valley and of New York in 
particular. 
It will be the new fash­ 
ioned farmer who will bring it about 
He is the Moses of modern agriculture 
The farmer of the future must be a 
practical scientist. 
The man who does 
not undeistand the science of the soil 
has no business on the farm. 
If a boy 
wants to be a farmer, it is just as nec­ 
essary that he take a course in cm agri- 
cultnral college as it is for the boy who 
wants to be a lawyer, a doctor, a 
preacher, to have a nniversity educa­ 
tion. 
The great need of the agricultural 
college has been instructors who could 
instruct. 
Why, out in Iowa we could 
send to Chicago and get a carload of 
chemists if we wanted to pay the money 
for them, hut we could not find a man 
who could teach the student the sci­ 
ence of making butter and cheese 
The 
government can endow agricultural col­ 
leges all it want- to. 
The more that is 
done the b< tter 
But it cannot furnish 
instructors because there have not been 
any We are going to give a few young 
men a chance at the department to learn 
the 8"i on rifle feature of instruction in 
agriculture, hut we can only help a 
few The only way that these instruct­ 
ors can be made is through the agricul­ 
tural colleges 
We don’t want the stu­ 
dents taught the theory, but we want 
the practcal facts put before their eyes. 
At one college I know of they are 
making extensive experiments with live 
stock to show what particular breed it 
is that will produce the best basis for 
butter and cheesa The students are be­ 
ing taught that not by hearsay, but by 
what they can see. 
I don’t say that 
every student puts on overalls, takes a 
milking stool and goes out and milks, 
though I myself think that is a pretty 
good way to do. The point is that each 
boy is taught by the facts that are laid 
before him, divining facts, the essence 
of certain truths and why they are 
truths. There is no lesson so good as an 
object lesson. 
The dairy farmer of the United States 
is going to be a great factor in the fu­ 
ture. 
He is a factor at present, to he 
sure, but nothing to what he will be, 
and I will tell you why, because we 
have learned the secret of Denmark’s 
butter and cheese keeping so well in 
tropical climates. 
The farmers of my 
state and those of the Mississippi valley 
make as good butter as ie produced any­ 
where. 
Denmark makes good butter 
We send our butter to China, and it 
cannot compete with the butter of Den­ 
mark. 
W hy? Because it won t keep 
There is a splendid market in the orient, 
but we are shut out of it practically be­ 
cause our butter will not stand exporta­ 
tion to that sort of a climate. 
I sent a man to Denmark to find out 
about i t 
He learned that the Danish 
dairymen fed their cattle food that con­ 
tained the same suhsatnces as the waste 
of our beet sugar factories—nitrogenous 
product. 
Now, then, all we have to do 
in the United States to make our but­ 
ter just as good in the tropics as that 
of Denmark is to raise the sugar beet 
and feed the wuste of the factories to ! 
the dairy cows. 
There is no healthier 
fodder than this, and it will make the 
sugar beet a mighty valuable product 
in a great many ways 
Congress has 
made an appropriation to help along 
the cultivation of the sugar beet. 
In 
this way not only is our sugar produc­ 
tion given a great impetus but we are 
strengthening our dairy products in the 
only way in which they were weak 
Now we will not have to take second 
place anywhere. 
The new fashioned farmer, the scien­ 
tific farmer, must study the feeding of 
cattle 
Not a pound of cotton seed was 
fed to the 400.000 cattle we exported 
last year, although the south raised 
600,000 tons of it 
That cotton seed 
w as mostly wasted or made into ferti­ 
lizer 
Think what it might have 
amounted to if it had been fed to beef 
cattle I The trouble with the farmer is 
that be doesn’t know how to make the 
best of what he bas got, and he has 
got to learn the science of agriculture 
to know* how There is only one way to 
find out these things we are ignorant of 
I heard that out in Japan they w-ere 
growing better rice than w’e grew—a 
rice that was more marketable and 
cheaper to grow I sent a man out there 
to find out about it 
He did find out, 
came back with a lot of the rice, and I 
am having IO tons of it sent throngh 
the country now to experiment with. I 
sent a man to Russia because I heard 
there was a grass there that many 
months of wanter could not kill 
I got 
it. experimented with it here and found 
that what I heard was right. 
Over in 
South America now there is a man 
whom I sent out who is studying and 
growing the date plum 
This is being 
done with the idea of introducing it

interview with Embassador P<jrter and 
tried to demonstrate to him that an 
ag reeimmt m ig ht be reached upon that 
question by the United States making 
concessions with reg ard to the Philip­ 
pines: that in this way the neg otia­ 
tions m ig ht he carried on as a whole 
and not discussed piecemeal, and that

The rebels would not be 
Ible to make anything like a determin 
ed stand in one of their towns, for ihe 
reason that none of the towns is forti­ 
fied, and the rebels know nothing about 


the building of fort i fica 11 ons bey on d the 
digging of rifle pits Their plan of cam 
paign undoubtedly will be not to mak* 
a stand against the American forces 
but to harass them as much as possible 
in advance, in the hope that the great 
heat and the swamps through which tin* 
Americans must pass will do the work 
which the rebels themselves are not abb 
to do 
The army officials in W ashington ar' 
much more apprehensive about the dan 
gers to our troops from these latter 
sources than about any harm which the 
rebels themselves can do them.

The Salvation Army is to be incor­ 
porated under the laws of the state of 
New York. This step was decided upon 
after Colonel Higgins, general secretary 
of the Army for the United States, 
reached London, a month or more ago, 
and the condition of the organization 
in the United States was thoroughly 
discussed at the London headquarters. 
As it is now, all the property owned 
in the United States by the Army is 
held in trust by the commander of the 
American branch. 
The commander at 
present is Booth-Tncker, a son in law 
of General W illiam Booth. 
When Colonel Higgins reached Lon­ 
don. he represented to the ruling pow­ 
ers of the Army that for many reasons 
would be best that the American 
branch 
should be 
more thoroughly 
American than some persons believed it 
to be. 
He told the London magnates 
that the idea prevailed in America that 
the Salvation Army was too British 
and that something should be done to 
counteract the prejudice agaiuat the 
organization 
which that idea occa­ 
sioned 
Furthermore, it was represent­ 
ed to those in authority in the Army in 
London that the idea of an American 
,corporation holding the property ac­ 
quired by gifts from citizens of the 
United S ta le s would be more popular 
in the United States than the idea of 
having a foreigner sent here from the 
Loudon headquarters holding all the 
property in his own name 
The ineorporating of a branch of the j 
Salvation Army under the laws of the j 
country where the headquarters of the 1 
branch is established is a decided inno- I 
vation in General Booth’s policy of i 
running the Army 
A similar step bas 
not been taken iii any other country 
where the Salvation Army has a branch 
The scheme suggested by Colonel Hig­ 
gins was finally approved, and he re- j 
turned to the United States a few weeks 
ago with the permission of the London 
headquarters to incorporate the Ameri­ 
can branch under the laws of the state 
of New Yolk 
The articles of incor­ 
poration will soon be flied with the sec 
rotary of state at Albany

Tucker, the chief secretary . Colonel

A NAVY O F M ECHANICS. 


T w o I it t e r m ! I a * N n a a e n tlo n a o f tin - 
a la z o r la C h ie f M e lv ille . 
In his reviews of the late war with 
Spain 
in the pages of two leading 
periodicals, during the last few months 
Engineer in Chief Melville of the U nit­ 
ed States navy has probably made no 
more striking suggestion than these, 
contained in the current Engineering 
Magazine; (I) That the naval reserve 
should be something besides a military 
organization, being selected with ape 
cial reference to mechanical skill. (2) 
that every enlisted man in the uavy 
should be a mechanic. 
The modern war vessel is equipped 
not only with engines tor propulsion, 
but also with auxiliary machinery for 
scores of purposes. 
Moreover, the gun* 
aud turrets, the ammunition hoists and 
the range tinders and other pieces of 
offensive armament are machines of 
elaborate construction. 
The Santiago 
tight illustrated the necessity of putting 
a ship where her guns would do some 
good, and to do so in that historic con 
test of July 3 the ingenuity aud devo 
tiou of the engineer’s staff of every ship 
that took part were taxed to the utter 
most 
Yet when the Merrimac went 
into commission her chief engineer was 
astonished to find that only one man in 
the whole crew had been to sea before! 
Mr. Melville s first recommendation, 
then, is that in the merchant service of 
the United States there should be an or 
ganization of engineers, firemen and me 
challies 
111**11 who are accustomed to 
machinery and ii sea life—that could be 
made available for the government in 
an emergency 
He then says 
“ This I believe to lie only the first 
step toward tile organization of the 
navy in accordance with the conditions 
now obtaining, and the next step will 
be th** making of every enlisted man a 
mechanic as well as a seaman. This is 
exactly similar to the change which oc­ 
curred many years ago, when the sea 
soldier and the sailor, both officers and 
men, became amalgamated, aud it will 
give us not only the fighting engineer 
as our naval officer, but the fighting 
mechanic for our man-of-war’s man. ” 
—New York Tribune

He told the London m agnates 
that the idea prevailed in A m erica that 
the Salvation Army was too British

Furtherm ore, it was represent­ 
ed to those in authority in th e A rm y in 
London th a t the idea of an A m erican 
^corporation holding the property ac­

T w o In tercut loft Sn*t*ewt ion* of Kn- 
R ln eer In C h ief M elv ille. 
In bis reviews of the late w ar with 
Spain 
in the puges of 
two leading 
periodicals, du rin g the last few m onths 
E ngineer in Chief Melville of the U n it­ 
ed States navy bas probably made no 
more strik in g suggestion than these, 
contained in the cu rren t E ngineering 
M agazine; (I) T h at the naval reserve 
should be som ething besides a m ilitary 
organization, being selected w ith spe 
cia! reference to mechanical skill.

I obtained recently a copy of the 
t*d book of Spain, containing all the 
locnments relating to the peace De­ 
viations recently presented to the 
fortes by the minister of state.

paris, detailing the moves made by the 
Spanish commissioners in their efforts 
to thou Ider upon the United States the 
great Cnban debt and to preserve to 
Spain the Philippine archipelago. Per­ 
haps the most notable featnre of the 
documents is that which indicates that 
Hip Spaniards were apprehensive up to 
the time of the signing of the treaty 
th it the United States wonld break off 
negotiations and 
resume hostilities, 
whih1 the fear on the part of this gov­ 
ernment was that the Spanish commis- 
Buners would withdraw and thus ne- 
ccssitute th® continuance of warlike 
operations 
The bock opens with the invitation 
of the French government for the 
American aud Spanish commissioners 
lo conduct their negotiations in the 
Salle des conferences at the foreign 
effice 
The first passage between the 
romniissioners relates to the request of 
the spanish commissioners for mainte­ 
nance of the status quo existing in the 
Philippines at the time of signing the 
protocol, to which the Americans re­ 
plied that that was a matter in the way 
pf settlement bet ween the two govern­ 
ments and as commissioners they had 
no jurisdiction Commenting upon this. 
Lh* Spanish minister for foreign affairs 
stated that, considering the conduct ob­ 
served by the American troops in the 
Philippines, 
their commissioners 
in 
Paris would naturally evade any answer 
to the questions propounded to them by 
the Spanish commissioners as to the 
status in those islands and that the ex 
rose given by the American commis­ 
sioners certainly was very unsatisfac­ 
tory 
Senor Rios complains on Oct. 5 that 
the American commissioners, in the 
draft of a treaty presented by them re­ 
lating to the relinquishment of the sov­ 
ereignty over Cuba, do not suggest in 
whose favor such relinquishment is to 
V* made, and he calls attention to the 
fact that its acceptance of this would 
prevent Spain from demanding through 
the treaty that the United States or 
any other power should assume the obli­ 
gations aud burdens of all kinds now 
resting on Spain and which grew out of 
the exercise of her sovereignty over 
Cuba 
The firmness of the belief of the Span­ 
ish comm'; ss ion that the United States 
proposed to annex Cuba is found in 
these extracts from a letter sent by Senor 
Rios to the minister of foreign affairs 
dated Oct 
“ Upon observing that the paper pre­ 
sented in writing by the American 
commissioners rejecting our draft of 
the first two articles of the treaty was 
based on the supposition that we pro­ 
posed therein that the United States ac­ 
cept the sovereignty over Cuba, to 
transfer it at the proper time to the Civ 
ban people. I called their attention to 
the inaccurate translation of our article, 
which does not say that the United 
Slates must accept the sovereignty over 
the island of Cuba, ‘to transfer’ it at 
the proper time to the Cuban people 
bul that they ‘may transfer it at the 
proper time to that people 
“This correction produced a visible 
effect on the minds of the A m erican 
commissioners, which seemed to confirm

I could find within a few days 5U0 
skilled mechanics who would form co­ 
operative associations to fill them. If a 
member’a work should compel him to 
move, there would be no trouble in 
finding some one to take his place. “ 
James B. Reynolds of the University 
Settlement said that a plan to give the 
workingmen in the United States the 
lowest possible rents would be more 
feasible than to make them home own­ 
ers. Workingmen were obliged to move 
their homes as their work moved. The 
Earl of Shaftesbnry, he said, tried to 
aid British workmen to own their 
homes. 
He had built model houses for 
them which they could purchase on 
very easy terms. 
The workmen, he 
found, were obliged to shift about so 
frequently that they were afraid to en­ 
ter into a purchase obligation. 
Then 
he tried renting the houses at the low­ 
est possible figure. 
All of his houses 
have been occupied since ho adopted 
this plan. 
Randolph Gnggenheiiner, president 
of the municipal council, and Thomas 
L. Feitner, president of the tax depart­ 
ment. members of the hoard of estimate, 
did not believe that Mr. Chamberlain’s 
plan could he applied successfully in 
the United States.

A new era is coming for the farmers 
of the United States and those of the 
Mississippi valley and of New York in 
particular. 
It will be the new fash­ 
ioned farmer who will bring it about 
He is the Moses of modern agriculture 
The farmer of the future must be a 
practical scientist. 
The man who does 
not understand the science of the soil 
has no business on the farm. 
If a boy 
wants to be a farmer, it is just as nec­ 
essary that he take a course in &n agri­ 
cultural college as it is for the boy who 
wants to be a lawyer, a doctor, a 
preacher, to have a university educa­ 
tion. 
The great need of the agricultural 
college has been instructors who could 
instruct. 
Why, out in Iowa we could 
send to Chicago and get a carload of 
chemists if we wanted to pay the money 
for them, hut we could not find a man 
who could teach the student the sci­ 
ence of making butter and cheese 
The 
government can endow agricultural col­ 
leges all it want to. 
The more that is 
done the tx tr«*r 
But it cannot furnish 
instructors I * cause there have not been 
any We ar** going to give a few young 
men a chance at the department to learn 
the scientific feature of instruction in 
agriculture, but we can only help a 
few The only way that these instruct­ 
ors can be made is through the agricul­ 
tural colleges 
We don’t want the stu­ 
dents taught the theory, but we want 
the i»ra* teal facts put before their eyes. 
At one college I know of they are 
making extensive experiments with live 
stock to show what particular breed it 
is that will produce the best basis for 
butter and cheese. The students are tie­ 
ing taught that not by hearsay, but by 
what th**v can see. 
I don’t say that 
every student puts on overalls, takes a 
milking stool and goes out and milks, 
though I myself think that is a pretty 
good way to do. The point is that each 
boy is taught by the facts that are laid 
before him. divining facts, the essence 
of certain truths and why they are 
truths. There is no lesson so good as an 
object lesson. 
The dairy farmer of the United States 
is going to be a great factor in the fu­ 
ture. 
He is a factor at present, to he 
sure, bnt nothing to what he will be, 
and I will tell you why, because we 
have learned the secret of Denmark’s 
butter and cheese keeping so well in 
tropical climates. 
The farmers of my 
state and those of the Mississippi valley 
make as good butter as is produced any 
where. 
Denmark makes good butter 
We send our butter to China, and it 
cannot compete with the butter of Den 
mark. 
Why? Because it won t keep 
There is a splendid market in the orient, 
but we are shut out of it practically be­ 
cause our butter will not stand exporta­ 
tion to that sort of a climate. 
I sent a man to Denmark to find out 
about i t 
He learned that the Danish 
dairymen fed their cattle food that con­ 
tained the same subsatnces as the waste 
of our beet sugar factories—nitrogenous 
product 
Now, then, all we have to do 
in tile United States to make our but­ 
ter .inst as good in the tropics as that 
of Denmark is to raise the sugar lieet 
and feed the waste of the factories to 
the dairy cows. 
There is no healthier 
fodder than this, and it will make the 
sugar beet a mighty valuable product 
in a great many ways 
Congress has 
made an appropriation to help along 
the cultivation of the sugar beet. 
In 
this way not only is oar sugar produc­ 
tion given a great impetus, but we Re­ 
strengthening our dairy products in the 


into the United States. 
If we should stop shipping food prod­ 
ucts to Europe—although such a thing 
is not possible—we might not starve 
them out. but we would make them 
hungry all right 
Any such action as 
that on our part would stimulate the 
raising of wheat in the valleys of the 
Nile and would give the Russian farm 
era chance that has never come to him 
But Europe never will get along w ith­ 
out us 
You cannot keep the American 
farmer down.—James Wilson, Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture, in St. Louis Re­ 
public.

consul, Mr. Maxwell Green, received a 
telegram from Admiral Sampson stat­ 
ing that the New York and the Indiana 
would touch at Bermuda on their way 
to the West Indies and inquiring for 
pilots. 
The consul applied to the local 
British naval authorities and was in­ 
formed that the British navy did not 
employ pilots at Hamilton, but that 
they would recommend a couple of 
men. This they did, and the American 
warships 
were safely 
brought 
into 
Grassy bay. 
The telegram caused great excite­ 
ment in the official and tourist circles 
The British secretary for the colonies. 
the Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, cabled 
to his local subordinates to stroke the 
American eagle’s feathers the right 
way, aud a meeting of the American 
tourists in Bermuda was called at the 
Hamilton hotel, at which it was decided 
to give a dinner, reception and ball in 
honor of Admiral .Sampson and his offi­ 
cers. Subscriptions were #5 a head, and 
not only was sufficient raised for the 
affair, but after all bilks were paid a 
balance of #00 was left, and this was 
contributed to a local hospital. A man­ 
aging committor was appointed, with 
Rear Admiral John ll. Upshur, retired. 
as president and Consol Green as secre­ 
tary. while F. W. J Hurst, the treas 
mer of the New York Yacht club, was 
chosen to make the introductions to 
Admiral Sampson

ized by the loc al authorities, and the 
natives, represented by the Royal Ber 
nimbi Yacht club. decided to hold a re 
gutta and give a lunch at W hite’s island 
rills latter function did not come tiff.

A new era is coming for the farmers 
of the United States and those of the 
Mississippi valley and of New York in 
particular. 
It will be the new fash­ 
ioned farmer who will bring it about 
He is the Moses of modern agriculture 
The farmer of the future must be a 
practical scientist. 
The man who does 
not understand the science of the soil 
has no business on the farm. 
If a boy 
wants to be a farmer, it is just as nec­ 
essary that ho take a course in tin agri­ 
cultural college as it is for the boy who 
wants to be a lawyer, a doctor, a 
preacher, to have a university educa­ 
tion. 
The great need of the agricultural 
college has been instructors who could 
instruct. 
W hy, out in Iowa we could 
send to Chicago and get a carload of 
chemists if we wanted to pay the money 
for them, hut we could not find a man 
who could teach the student the sci­ 
ence of making butter and cheese 
The 
government can endow agricultural col­ 
leges all it want 
to. 
The more that is 
done the b< t i e r 
But it cannot furnish 
instructors I > cause there have not been 
any We are going to give a few young 
men a chance at the department to learn 
the s' irntific feature of instruction in 
agriculture, but we can only help a 
few The only way that these instruct­ 
ors can he made is through the agricul­ 
tural colleges 
We don’t want the stu­ 
dents taught the theory, but we want 
the practical facts put before their eyes 
At one college I kriow of they are 
making extensive experiments with live 
stock to show what particular breed it 
1H that will produce the best basis for 
butter and cheese. The students are be­ 
ing taught that not by hearsay, but by 
what they can see. 
I don’t say that 
every student puts on overalls, takes a 
milking stool and goes out and milks, 
though I myself think that is a pretty 
good way to do. The point is that each 
boy is taught by the facts that are laid 
before him, divining facts, the essence 
of certain truths and why they are 
truths. There is no lesson so good as an 
object lesson. 
The dairy farmer of the United States 
is going to be a great factor in the fu­ 
ture. 
He is a factor at present, to be 
sure, but nothing to what he will be. 
and I will tell you why, because we 
have learned the secret of Denmark’s 
butter and cheese keeping so well in 
tropical climates. 
The farmers of my 
state and those of the Mississippi valley 
make as good butter as is produced any­ 
where. 
Denmark makes good butter 
We send our Flutter to China, and it 
cannot compete with the Flutter of Den 
mark. 
Why? Because it won t keep 
There is a splendid market in the orient, 
but we are shut out of it practically be­ 
cause our butter will not stand exporta­ 
tion to that sort of a climate. 
I sent a man to Denmark to find out 
aFiont it 
He learned that the Danish 
dairymen fed their cattle food that con­ 
tained the same subsatnces as the waste 
of our Fleet sugar factories—nitrogenous 
product, 
Now. then, all we have to do 
in the United States to make our but­ 
ter just as good in the tropics as that 
of Denmark is to raise the sugar liect 
and feed the waste of the factories to ‘ 
the dairy cows. 
There is no healthier 
fodder than this, and it will make the 
sugar beet a m ighty valuable product S 
in a great many ways 
Congress has 
made an appropriation to help along 
the cultivation of the sugar beet. 
In ! 
this way not only is our sugar produc­ 
tion given a great impetus but we are 
strengthening our dairy products in the 
only way iu which they were weak 
Now we will not have to take second 
place anywhere. 
The new fashioned farmer, the scion 
tific farmer, must study the feeding of 
cattle 
Not a pound of cotton seed was 
fed to the 400,000 cattle we exported 
last year, although the south raised 
000.000 tons of it 
That cotton seed 
was mostly wasted or made into ferti­ 
lizer

cattle I The trouble with the farmer is 
that he doesn’t know how to make the 
best of what he bas got. and he has 
got to learn the science of agriculture

I 
gent a man to Russia because I beard 
there was a grass there that 
many 
months of winter could not kill 
I got 
it. experimented with it here and found 
that what I heard was right 
Over in 
South America now there is a man 
whom I sent out who is studying and 
growing the date plum 
This is being 
done with the idea of introducing it 


into the United States. 
If we should stop shipping food prod­ 
ucts to Europe—although such a thing 
is not possible—we might not starve 
them out. but we would make them 
hungry all right 
Any such action us 
that on our part would stimulate the 
raising of wheat in the v a lle y s of the 
Nile and would give the Russian farm­ 
er a chance that has never come to him 
But Europe never will get along w ith­ 
out us 
You cannot keep the American 
farmer down.—James Wilson. Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture, in St. Louis Re 
public.

ready

menu, including a curry the like of 
which we had never found. 
But of all 
the courses the plum pudding was the 
piece de resistance, and its memories 
will live to our dying days. There is no 
use trying to descrilie it. 
It was not 
black, nor heavy, nor too sweet, nor too 
full of fruit. n*>r too liquid, nor tuo 
any th ng. but .inst what it was—in 
describable 
Wines were in abundance 
—s h e r r y , messala, port and champagne 
As the champagne bruit s were opened 
the corks were deposited in a silver 
bowl in front of the mess president, 
who officiates for a week, each of the 
senior officers taking his turn 
“ After dessert the mess president 
startled us by ringing his little silver 
bell and calling out ‘Mr 
Vice, the 
queen’1 Immediately we grabbed our 
napkins to be ready to rise But, much 
to our surprise, the talking went right 
on, and while we knew something was 
going to happen we couldn’t make out 
what the deuce it was 
Soon we saw 
that the glasses were tieing filled, and 
when they had all been reached the 
mess president again rang and called 
out, ‘Mr Vice, the queen I* whereupon 
everybody arose, drank the toast and 
remained standing while the bond out­ 
side played ‘God Save the Queen.

I he very cordial feeling in British 
Colonies toward America and Ameri­ 
cans was well displayed during the re­ 
cent visit of Rear Admiral Sampson to 
Hamilton, 
Bermuda. 
The Amerioau 
consul. Mr. Maxwell Green, received a 
telegram from Admiral Sampson stat­ 
ing that the New York and the Indiana 
would touch at Bermuda on their way 
to the West Indies and inquiring for 
pilots. 
The consul applied to the local 
British naval authorities and was in­ 
formed that the British navy did not 
employ pilots at Hamilton, but that 
they would recommend a couple of 
men. This they did, and the American 
warships 
were safely brought 
into 
Grassy bay. 
The telegram caused great excite­ 
ment in the official and tourist circles. 
The British secretary for the colonies, 
the Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, cabled 
to his local suliordinates to stroke the 
American eagle’s feathers the right 
way, aud a meeting of the American 
tourists in Bermuda was called at the 
Hamilton hotel, at which it was decided 
to give a dinner, reception and ball in 
honor of Admiral Sampson and his offi­ 
cers. Subscriptions were Jfft a head, and 
not only was sufficient raised for the 
affair, but after all bills were paid a 
balance of IGO was left, and this was 
contributed to a local hospital. A m an­ 
aging committee was appointed, with 
Rear Admiral John H. Upshur, retired. 
as president and Consul Green as secre­ 
tary. while F. VV J Hurst, the treas 
urer of the \**w York Yacht club, was 
hosen to make the introductions to 
Admiral .Sampson 
Various official functions weft* organ­ 
ized by the local authorities, and the 
natives, represented by the Royal Ber 
nimbi Yacht club. decided to hold a re 
gat ta and give a lunch at W hite’s island 
This latter function did not come off. 
for want of time 
American and other 
foreign vessels of war have often visited 
Bermuda, hilt never have they met with 
siieh a reception as that accorded to 
Admiral Sampson and his officers and 
men.

After weeks of anxious waiting the 
new side wheel packet Oity of Pitts­ 
burg arrived at this port at 8 :15 o'clock 
this morning. 
Before it had been made fast it bad 
damaged the wharfboat to the extent of 
uot less than $76, caused by the heavy 
wind and the lightness of the boat. 
Whcu Pilot James Sanford was swing­ 
ing it to shore the heavy stage struck 
the railing about the hurricane deck, 
breaking the supports of the wharf like 
egg shells. 
The spreader chain of the 
stage cut the roof several feet and for 
a rime it was thought the entire front 
of the boat would be damaged. 
Repairs 
will be made at ouce nuder the direction 
of the owners of the packet. 
The City of Pittsburg is the neatest 
craft uow on the Ohio river. 
Its finish 
is superb in every particular and everv 
thing about the boat is the best. 
The 
stairway Is finished in hard wood and 
from the oorner post are suspended elec­ 
tric chandeliers There are 82 staterooms, 
aud in each is hot and cold water both 
being filtered before being used. There 
are many electric bells and lights, and 
bath rooms for men and women have 
been built at the stern of the craft. The 
cabin is finished in w hite and gold, with 
a mirror on the door of each state room 
and panel mirrors at each end. 
The di­ 
mensions of the boat show it to have 
a length of 800 feet over all, with a 
beam of 48.6 feet or 79.6 feet over all. 
The depth of the hole is 6.6 feel, and 
this morning ll was drawing only 2.8 
feet of water.

Madrid Government’s Version of 
the Negotiations.

book of Spain, containing all the 
iocTimenta relating to the peace ne­ 
gotiations 
recently presented to the 
fortes by the m inister of state.

documents throw an interesting light

paris, detailing the moves made by the 
Spanish commissioners in their efforts 
to shoulder upon the United States the 
great Cuban debt and to preserve to 
Spain the Philippine archipelago. 
Per­ 
haps the most notable feature of the 
documents is that which indicates that 
the Spaniards were apprehensive up to 
the time of the signing of the treaty 
that the United States would break off 
negotiations and 
resume hostilities, 
abilo the fear on the part of this gov­ 
ernment was th at the Spanish commis- 
namers would withdraw and thus ne- 
rcHsitate th© continuance of warlike 
Bp» rations 
The bock opens with the invitation 
*f the 
French government for the 
American aud Spanish commissioners 
lo conduct their neg o tiatio n s in the 
ga I Ie des conferences at 
the foreign 
fffice 
The first passage betw een the 
commissioners relates to the request of 
tie* .Spanish com m issioners for mainte­ 
nance of the status quo existing in the 
Philippines at the time of sign ing the 
protocol, to which the Americans re­ 
plied that th at was a matter in the way 
pf settlem ent between the two govern­ 
ments and as commissioners they had 
oo jurisdiction Commenting upon this, 
the Spanish minister for foreign affairs 
stated that, considering the conduct ob- 
ftt rved by the American troops in the 
Philippines, 
their 
commissioners 
in 
Paris wonld naturally evade any answer 
the questions propounded to them by 
the Spanish commissioners as to the 
status in those islands and that the ex 
ruse given by the American commis­ 
sioners certainly was very unsatisfac­ 
tory 
Senor Rios complains on Oct. 5 that 
the American commissioners, in the 
draft of a treaty presented by them re­ 
lating to the relinquishment of the sov- 
ereignty over Cuba, do not suggest in 
whose favor such relinquishment is to 
bi* made, and he calls attention to the 
fact that its acceptance of this would 
prevent Spain from demanding through 
the treaty that the United States or 
any other power should assume the obli 
^rations aud burdens of all kinds now 
resting on Spain and which grew out of 
the exercise of her sovereignty over 
Cuba 
The ti nu ness of the belief of the Span 
ish comimssion that the United States 
proposed to annex Cuba is found in 
thi ne extracts from a letter sent by Senor 
Ri«»s to the minister of foreign affairs 
dated Get 12 
“ Upon observing that the paper pre­ 
sented in writing by the American 
commissioners rejecting our draft of 
the first two articles of the treaty was 
based on the supposition that we pro­ 
posed therein that the United States ac­ 
cept the sovereignty over Cuba, to 
transfer it at the proper time to the Co 
ban people. I called their attention to 
the inaccurate translation of our article, 
which does not say that the U nited 
Htates must accept the sovereignty over 
the island of Cuba, ‘to transfer' it at 
the proper tim e to the Cuban people 
hot that they ‘may transfer it at the 
proper time to that people 
“ This correction produced a visible 
effect on the minds of the American 
commissioners, which seemed to confirm 
®s m our former presumption that the 
United States proposed to annex the is 
laud of Cuba 
They do not manifest 
this conclusively; but. on the contrary 
neither do they desire that the obligu 


upon them 
J ,,e United States win re­ 
main after th* treaty in the same situ­ 
ation they were when congress approved 
the joint resolution of April 20 of this 
year 


In a confidential dispatch to tile min 
ister of foreign affairs Senor Rios, un­ 
der date of Get 
is says the United 
Htates demand til# abandonment of the 
West Indies, and that, although they 
consider it their bounden duty to pro­ 


tect 
anisil citizens and property in 
the islands, they do not wish to have 
this set forth in the treaty, as the lat­ 
ter. «o far as it relates to these islands, 
should contain nothing more than the 
first two articles of the protocol. 
“I presume.“ says Senor Rios, “ on 
good grounds that the game thing will 
occur with regard to the Philippines 
The United States will immediately im­ 
pose their conditions npon us. but will 
not bind themselves to anything in our 
favor. 
Therefore, if this happens, the 
treaty will Vie a singular thing in the 
diplomatic history of countries, for it 
will be reduced to one of the parties 
submitting unconditionally to the de­ 
mands and exactions imposed by the 
other, without the latter recognizing in 
the former any right or making any 
concessions whatever to i t.” 
Senor Rios goes on to suggest a happy 
medium Viet ween the demands of the 
United States and a refusal to accede to 
them, and says: “ This medium consists 
in substituting for the treaty a minute 
in which there shall appear the exac­ 
tions of the United States with respect 
to Spain and the statement of the lat­ 
ter of the absolute 
impossibility in 
which she finds herself owing to lack of 
means to oppose such exactions, and 
that, in consequence, she gives way to 
force, abandoning that which the Unit­ 
ed States demands she shall deliver over
